We have pablishedian aceount of the'death
of & man named North, at & Rifle Factoryjin
Hartford, causes by a clipping of steel which
struck the man in the side, cnusing deathin
o few minutes, From the Hartfurd Courant
we gained the following, as thy result of a
Coroner's investigation:

A post-mortem examinstion of the man
named North, nccidentally killed st Sharpe's
Rifle Factory, showed that the fragment of
steel was one & an eighth inches in length,
and one line In Ite grestést breadth,\apering
at ench end 1o a point; and halfa line =t
ita grontost thickness. It wos driven for-
wards, through three layers of linen and one
of flannel cutting but one thread of this lsst,
then through sn inch of flesh, passing be-
tween the second and third ribs, then through
an inch of lung lying nearly over the heart.
Itther ponetrated the pericardium, grazed
the left auricle, snd perforat-d the aofta
behiud the heart, and was found lying loose
in this great blood vessel, six or eight inches
from the wound in the skin.
